The House of Representatives yesterday passed a bill to 
grant $2.5-million in federal matching funds to add a 100- 
fopnt addition to the space-pressed Hospital. Passage came 
after hopes for the bill Almost 
faded three weeks ago when 
the House District Committee 
tabled the measure.

Columbia Committee postponed 
action until this current Congres- 
sional meeting. 

First action came three weeks 
ago when the Commute*— in a 
surprise vote— tabled the bill. The 
tablement loomed as a minor de- 
feat for the freshman Speaker, 
and so McCormack lined up a 
powerful offense to insure House 
passage. Health. Education and 
Welfare Secy. Abraham A. Ribi- 
coff wrote the Committee that the 
District urgently needs more hos- 
pital beds, but that present fed- 
eral programs were unrealistic. 

The next Committee move came 
last Thursday. Committee passage 
by a 14-5 vote followed almost 
two hours of closed door debate. 
Main obstacle cleared by the meas- 
ure’s proponents was an amend- 
ment by Rep. William L. Springer 
(R-Illinois) to limit the federal 
grwt to (500.000. Committee 
Cmnrman John L. McMillan <D- 
S.C.) led the fight against the 
Springer amendment, terming it 
inadequate to meet the Hospital*! 
needs. 

After the Committee rejected 
Springer’s amendment, another op-

Holyoke College during 1919-1920. 
She served as junior and assistant 
pharmacologist with the Hygenlc 
Laboratory of the Public Health 
Service in the period 1920-1928. 
Thereafter she was associated 
with the University at a research 
fellow, associate in biochemistry, 
and assistant professor in the Med- 
ical School. During this period the 
Univenity swarded her the MS. 
and Pti.D. degrees, In 1929 end 
1935 respectively. Dr. Dyer has 
served from 1942 to the present 
In the Nutrition and Carcinogene- 
sis section of the Laboratory of 
Biochemistry, NCI. 

Among her many accomplish- 
ments, Dr. Dyer syntheslxed ethl- 
onine and studied its toxicity In 
animals when substituted for me- 
thionine and cystine: this was the 
first use of an amino acid antago- 
onist. She worked with Vincent 
duVigneaud at the University on 
the initial studies of animals fed 
diets in which homocystine re- 
placed methionine, and found fat- 
ty livers, contrary to previous evi- 
dence. This was the beginning of 
the work which led to extensive 
studies on transmethylation and 
relationships ot the vitamins of 
the B complex. More recently she 
found that fluorenylactamlde pro- 
duce a subclinica! deficiency of 
vitamins B6 in animals by bind- 
ing with pyrldoxal phosphate. 
Presently she Is working on trans- 
aminases anil relatives of fiuor- 
oenylacetamlde, looking for me- 
tabolites of these compounds in 
animals. 

For her biochemical research 
and outstanding teaching ability, 
Dr. Helen M. Dyer has received 
the University's Alumna Achieve- 
ment Award, and the Goucher 
Scientific Achievement Award.

Dr. Dyer, 
was selected from eighty-six nom- 
inees, will be the first to receive 
the monetary part of the award. 

Dr. Dyer la accomplished both 
as e teacher and a research sci- 
entist. Presently she is studying 
the mechanism by which cancer 
is induced by the N-2-fluorenylac- 
etamides. She prepared the first 
comprehensive review of chemical 
treatment of cancer, called “An 
Index of Tumor Chemotherapy," 
and has made important contribu- 
tions to the fields of metabolism 
and nutrition of amino acids and 
the B vitamins. 

After receiving her BA de- 
gree from Goucher College in 
1917, Dr. Dyer taught at ML

On The Nation’s Campuses 


a THERE SEEMS TO be no cor- 
relation between the scholarship 
records and Job performance rec- 
ords of college graduates in the 
creative, scientific, end engineer- 
ing fields, reported an article in 
the February 24 issue of Business 
Week 

Three different and independ- 
ent studies have been, made of 
tha problem. The first was made 
in 1948 by the National Advisory 
Committee For Aeronautics, which 
has since been absorbed into the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. Prior to World 
War II. the agency had consid- 
ered only the top 25% of college 
graduates for employment. Dur- 
ing the war. however, they began 
hiring graduates without consid- 
ering their academic standing. 

The study compared fhe per- 
formance rating and the scholas- 
tic rating of more than 200 scien- 
tists and engineers. NASA dis- 
covered that the highest job per- 
formers did not fall strictly with- 
in the top 25% scholastic rating. 
In fact, the majority of them 
came from the second and third 
scholastic quarters. 

The second study, made in 1956

craft Company, also supports the 
new theory that there is no cor- 
relation between scholastic stand- 
ing and Job performance. They 
have gone a step further and dis- 
covered, in their sample, that job 
performance and rank of school 
attended do not correlate either. 

Dnlveralty of Utah 

NASA has contracted with the 
Univeralty of Utah to atudy some 
means of Identifying creative tal- 
ent other than through grade 
standings. Researchers are devel- 
oping extensive biographical data 
on successful engineers and scien- 
tists hoping that some knowledge 
of preponderant characteristics 
can be found. 

One theory that explains lack 
of correlation is that grades rep- 
resent a student’s ability to ab- 
sorb known facta and feed them 
back In a relatively unchanged 
manner. The creative student 
finds that any attempt to digest 
material and assimilate it with 
his own ideas is. grade-wise, rela- 
tively unsuccessful. 

University of Pennsylvania 
• In an atmosphere of confusion 
and contradictory statements, the 
University of Pennsylvania's Stu- 


factor in the suspension was tha 
publication of a parody of the 
Pennsylvania News, e women's 
activities weekly. The parody was 
described by the Student Govern- 
ment Association as “libelous and 
vulgar," and was also condemned 
by the Dean of Students. In an- 
swer to the Association's charges 
against the pasody, Melvin Gold- 
stein, the Pennsylvanian's editor- 
in-chief notes that the Pennsylva- 
nia Newt itself, in its regular is- 
sue, "thanked the Pennsylvanian 
for its excellent issue ol the News 
yesterday." Goldstein has also 
claimed that _Dean of Students 
Robert F. Longley baa for some 
time been opposed to the paper, 
and was Instrumental in having 
it suspended. Dean Longley was 
the subject of a satire featured 
In the parody. College newspapers 
throughout the area have offered 
to fill the gap while the Pennsyl- 
vanian is out of commission. The 
first to volunteer, the Harvard 
Crimson, sent 2,000 copies of its 
Monday issue to the University 
of Pennsylvania with an editorial 
supporting the Pennsylvanian. 
However, the Crimton could not 
be distributed. Vice President for 
Student Affairs Clsburne threat- 
ened with expulsion any student 
who tried to remove the papers
